'penter found that it came from a compart- 
'ment where the: cargo was stored. An 
| alarm was given, but extreme caution had to 
‘be used. Capt. Ring took precautions to 
| preserve order and insure temporary safety ; 


‘but first the fire had to be_ ferreted 
‘out and its extent ascertained. It 
was only after tumbling heaps 
of merchandise abou t below in 


the fire wasin the heart of the cargo, and 
was burning most fiercely at 
ba. A POINT ABOUT AMIDSHIPS. 
| Several attempts were made to reach it, but 
they were shown to be impracticable, and it 
became evident that/ the upper decks must 
be torn away. The immigrants were quietly. 
/aroused and conducted in squads to the deck- 
At first they had no intimation of the real na 
‘ture of their danger, but gradually the im- 
portance of what was going on forced ‘itself 
‘upon them. Then the frightened people 
gathered topether like sheep and Jooked with 
seared faces in the direction of the 
clamor.

It turned the blows of the axes and 
saws were useless on it. The pumps were 
rigged and ready, but the water was spilled 
at random.

AN ENGLISH DECISION. 

Both the English Court of Appeals and 
the House of Lords, which is the court of 
last resort in the United Kingdom, have sus- 
tained the action of our Congress in steadily 
refusing to distribute any part of the Geneva 
Award fund to underwriters who paid to 
owners the losses on vessels and cargoes de- 
stroyed by the Alabama. A cargo insured by 
English underwriters against war risks hav- 
ing been destroyed by the Alabama, the loss 
was paid promptly by the underwriters to 
the owrfers, who subsequently submitted a 
claim which our Government allowed and 
paid out ef the Geneva Award, The under- 
writers then brought suit in England to re- 
cover the amount allowed and paid to the 
owners by the United States. The English 
decision in this case is that, if the Geneva 
Award payment by Great Britain were 4a 
mere payment of claims collected by. the Unit- 
ed States in behalf of the various sufferers, 
then the insurers would have an equitable 
right to be subrogated toall the rights of the 
insured whose losses they had paid, just as 
the insurers would have hada right to the 
eargo itself if it had been unexpectedly re- 


‘'eovered after they had paid for it as lost. 


But both the English Court of Appeals and 
the House of Lords hold that the $15,000,000 
awarded by the Geneva arbitrators was not 
a payment of individual claims, but a com- 
pensation to the United States for the gen- 
era! national loss which the whole country 
had sustained: that the money when paid 
became the non y, not of individual claim- 
ants and heidintrust for their benefit, but 
the money of the United States; and that 
consequently the so-called payments to indi- 
vidual sufferers are free gifts, which the 
TInited States can distribute or withhold 
at will, and upon which the insurers can 
have no jegal claim. This settlement of the 
dispute between insurer and insured is tant- 
amount toa decision that neither has any 
equitable right to reimbursement from the 
Geneva Award money, The insured say that 
the high war premiums more than covered 
the losses paid by the insurers, and that they 
are already more than paid for their losses. 
The insurers, onthe other hand, say that 
the insured have no just claim to be paid 
twice for theirlosses. If both are right and 
the Geneva Award was a compensation for 
the general damage inflicted upon the coun- 
try atlarge. it would seem that charitable 
donhtions from that fund should be limited 
to actual sufferers whose losses have not 
been otherwise reimbursed. 


A RANCOROUS SENATOR. 

When Senator HoOAR politely intimated to 
his Democratic fellow Senators that their 
campaign funds were used to buy guns to 
shoot negroes with, it was charitably sup- 
posed that the acrimonious venom displayed 
by the candidate for reélection from Massa- 
chusetts was intended only for campaign 
purposes and to be used only against the 
Democratic foemen. But the very remark- 
able assault made by him yesterday on Sena- 
tor EpMUNDs shows that when a rancorous 
and biliows Massachusetts nature is driven 
to assert itself it resp@cts neither party loy- 
alty nor personal character, nor even those 
domestic afflictions which even among the 
lowest savages exempt mourners from at- 
tack. 

The sacredness of. grief is respected ail 
over the world’ save in the Senate Chamber 
of the United States. No human hatred 
strikes an enemy across the new-made grave 
of his daugliter, save when a Senator from 
Massachusetts is thwarted in his political 
ambition. When Senator Hoar outraged 
the feelings of Senator EpmMUNDs he shocked 
the sympathies of the millions who had fol- 
lowed with regret the painful history of a 
daughter’s sickness and lamented death, and 
whe had learned to forget and forgive many 
of the sterner features of the father’s career 
in the new revelation of unsuspected tender- 
ness and gentleness which his affliction had 
brought to light. 

Senator Hoar probably regrets his un- 
called-for rancor to-day ; but he regrets the 
consequences which may be visited on him- 
self, not the hurt he inflicted on another nor 


ng the outrage done to the decent sense of the 


people. One who is so insensible to the or ‘i- 
nary promptings of human, feeling and of 
Senatorial courtesy might well be spared 
from the Senate Chaniber, in which he is a 
disturbing element. 


BANKING IN ST. LOUIS. 

One of the prime needs ofa commercial 
community is anample supply of banking 
capital and facilities for discount. The 
profit of the manufacturer, of the merchant 
and ofthe retail trader representsin the 
long run only the balance left after paying 
the current rate of interest, and if, in conse- 
quence of lackiof banking capital, interest is 
higher in one city than imcompeting cities, al! 
business will suffer, goods will not be 
bought, grain will not be handled, cotton 
will be out of reach, improvements will be 
postponed, and the city will be condemned 
to enforced idleness in many departments 
of endeavor where the busy wheels of in- 
dustry would be started in motion if money 
could be borrowed on easy terms. 


Now BRADSTREET’S report is the sufficient 


authority for the very remarkable statement 
that in St. Louis “through most of the year 
(1882) eight per cent has been the ruling rate 
of interest on bank loans. Occasion- 
ally prime paper has been received 
at seven per cent.”” Lombard street has 
a sayingthat “John Bull can stand any- 
thing, but he can’t stand ten per cent.” We 
insist that St. Louis has stood many things, 
but she can’¢ stand eight per cent all the 
year round. Thatis the rate our business 
paid when real estate loans were made at 


ee » — : . a 
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nine per cent and ‘whan the Government six ix 


per cents stood at par. Now the Govern- 


ment borrows at & trifle above three per cent, 


real estate loans are made at six per cent, 
a good six per cent. railway bond is up 
above par and new city bonds are suspected 
it they pretend to pay more than four 
or five per cent. Our trade, the very life 
blood of the body commercial, circulates only 
under the old pressure. 

While our business men are working and 
struggling to remove the obstacles and im- 
pediments to the prosperity of St. Louis, 
they should agitate this. question of banking 
capital, and secure such facilities as will g ve 
them discounts at the current rates in other 
money centers.

LOUNGING.,. 

Among the cases called up in the Second 
District Police Court yesterday was one of a 
citizen of good business habits and attractive 
personal appearanca who at the close of his 
day’s engagement as salesman ina Franklin 
avenue house devoted himself to the trivial 
but innocent amusement of “standing 
around” on that busy and bustling thorough- 
fare of trade. There was no complaint made 
against him, but on the contrary there is 
every reason to believe that he added an at- 
tractive feature to the muddy street and 
was rather admired than otherwise, as 


he had prepared himself te be an ornament 


to society. Yet the unfeeling policeman “ran 
him in,” he was compelled te give bail to 
answer to the charge of “lounging,” and was 
put tothe expense and inconvenience of a 
trial to vindicate his right to promenade in 
one of the public streets. 

We humbly assert that if this gentleman 
committed no médre serious offense than 
“lounging” he has been made the victim of 
an outrage for which reparation shou!d he 
made. The people of St. Louis get little 
enough out of the streets in return for 
all the money which is collected from 
them in the way of taxes, and if they are not 
allowed to saunter along such sidewalks as 
the city has given them their condition is 
indeed a hard one. The right of a citizen 
to use the streets under reasonab!e conditions 
does not depend on the good will of the 
police, nor even on the consent of the city 
fathers. Itis inberent and inalienable, and 
the attempt to restrict this right is a piece of 
petty tyranny and persecution which should 
be carefully guarded against. 


THERE are occasigens when silence is 
more eloquent than speech, and the grief 
which checked the words of Senator Ep- 
MUNDS yesterday in his reply to Senator 
HoAR was more impressive and effective 


'than any speech which the venerable Sena- 


tor from Vermont has ever made. The 
scene is dgscribed in the specia! dispatches of 
the Globe-Democrat of this morning: 

A very touching scene occurred at the elose of 


the session of the Senate this evening. Senator 


Edmunds had closed his seathing arraignment of 
Hoar’s Presidential bill. The Massachusetts Sen- 
ator felt considerably cut up at the rough hand- 
ling of his pet measure, and rose to reply. He 
charged Senator Edmunds With coming at this 
late day in an unfair opposition to the measure, 
when it had been for months last session pending 
before the Conimittee on. Judiciary and nothing 
had been heard from the Senator, who absented 
himself. His criticism was severe, even to 
the verge of cruelty. Senator Edmunds 
rose to reply. He said the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts did him a great injustice in arraigning 
him for absence during the last session under the 
circumstances. He knew— He stopped short. 
made a great effort to articulate something, failed, 
and sat down with tears streaming from his eyes. 
A deathlike silence prevailed. Some Senator. ‘in a 
low voice, moved to adjourn. The motion pre- 
vailed, and the Senators noiselessly left the cham- 
ber, agved into silence by this violent outburst of 
grief from their venerable colleague. The cause 
of Mr. Edmunds’ absence last session was the last 
illness of his daughter, who was the idol of his old 
age, and to whose loss he seems unable to recon- 
cile hiMself.

Gould Wanted It, But Vanderbilt Outbid “Him 
--The Latter Pays Dearly for His Bargain-- 
Inside History of the Purchase. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 9.—A Cleveland dis- 
patch to the Journal says: ‘“‘A remarkable 
story which has excited general attention in 
railroad circles here, reaches me from excel- 
lent authority. One of the Seney syndicate in 
Cleveland who sold out the nickel! Plate Road 
says that Burke and Devereaux 
induced Vanderbilt to buy the line through 
the control of shares at 7 for the preferred 
and 17 for the common stock.

Little Rock and the Industries of 
Arkansas. 


The Land of Fruit and Cotton Seed Oil--Hot 
Springs Analyzed. 


epecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Hot SPRINGS, ARK.» January 6.—In giv- 
ing one’s first impression of such portions of 
Arkansas aS appear on a railroad journey, 
where, of course, there is no purpose to 
fatigue the reader with statistics gotten to- 
zether with labored care, its vast varietias 
of valuable products anda most genial and 
mild climate are especially noted, for bere in 
the vicinity of the State Capital there has 
been no snow the present, winter. and the 
fruits shown in a preserved and natura} form 
at the Iron Mountain Land’ Office at the de- 
pot at Little Rock fercibly demonstrate this 
regionas one of the best for the growth of 
everything in the fruit line that can be 
named as products of the Temperate Zone. 
Indeed, there isnot a valuable fruit of this 
zone but here finds its most fitting home, and 


although the disposition to develop this valu- 
able interest has been awakened only withina 
very few years past.itis already recognized in 
distant cities which profit by it as of grow- 
_ing, and eventually certain to be of vast im- 


portsnce. 


_ On conversing with residents best posted 
with regard to this matter, they find it diffi- 


cult to determine whether apples, pears, 


peaches and plums are most fortunate as 


zrowths, or small fruits, teading off with 
grapes and strawberries, since none of these 
ran be excelled by those of their class in any 
State of them ali. From the exhibit referred 
to. itis verv plain that all that the people of 
Arkansas have tv do to insure suceess 1D thie 
line is to bid forthe markets ef the great 
Northern cities eafly in the season, since—as 
the result .will demonstrate—there are 
few more remunerative undertakings in the 
whole round of enterprising andienlizg! tened 
methods of culture, to get géod profits from 
the soil. A few words, besides, on that val- 
uable product of the South, cotton-seed oil. 
' I mentioned, in my former letter, the fact that 


Littie Rock can boast of two of these mills, | 


each of them operated on an extensive scale. 
In the old world the “land of the olive and 
the vine” was everywhere boasted of as a 
‘goodly land,” ‘oil and wine” having been 
he accepted tes’ oi that fact. Here now is 
noil exceptionally sweet, and adapted to 
slithe purposes for which olive oil can be 
used. but so far superior as to be imported 
into foreign countries to be devoted largely 
in‘‘doctoring,’’ to its apparent advantage. the 
native product. To throw some more light 
on these methods, it may be of service to re- 
late a bit of personal experience in regard to 
foreign ways of déaling with American prod- 
ucts. 

Happening ‘o be in the large commercial 
city of Marseilles, up the Mediterranean, 
when-an American ship had just, discharged 
a cargo of some sixteen hundred barrels of 
Cincinnati lard, a Frenchman was seen walk- 
ing along the dock and, by means ofa probe 
and his nose, testing the condition of the 
lard—barrel by barrel. Being inquired of as 
to the uses to which so large a quantity of 
lard could be put, his reply was worth noting: 
“The best we make into ‘olive oil’ to send 
to your countrymen; the nextin quality we 
convert inte ‘bear’s grease,’ for mades 
and ‘hair restoratives,’ and the utterly bad is 
made into Castile and other soaps.”’ 

Now, it is well known that, since cotton- 
seed oi] has come in, that article is used 
largely to make the best “olive oil” of South- 
ern Lurope—a significant hint to our people 
not to send across the sea for an article at an 
enhanced price which, without any atteinpt 
to dignify or recommend by a new name, they 
can provide and use in its purest state at 
home. In this manufacture Arkansas and its 
State capital will more and more occupy the 
first rank, a great interest as itis, and it is 
cheering to know that there are already some 
sixty of these factories in the South. 

Of course the city has, besides these, lead- 
ing industries, many indispensa:le minor 
concerns—furniture, sash and blind 
factories, harness and_ repair shops 

‘of various _ kinds. The _ car-shops 
on the north side of the river are on an exten- 
sive scale, whilst of late the question of add- 
ing many needed manufacturing establish- 
ments has been actively discussed ; ere long 
it is hoped and ex; ected to result in consid- 
erable investments. 

Leaving Little Rock, southwardly, by the 
noon train, we continue onward over a roll- 
ing country to Malvern, the point of depart- 
ure for the Hot Springs, on the way other 
signs of active enterprise manifesting thein- 
selves in the oft recurrmg sight of huge saw 
millsand immense piles of -lumber; these 
plainly showing, as elsewhere, that it must 
be a rapidly growing community which 
makes so constant and large demand tor 
building materials. Malvern is a smal! 
place, but well built and of a generally 
thriving appearance; and bere the narrow- 

auge railroad train is found waiting to trans- 
er quite a large number of passengers from 
the crowded train that has brought us 
from the State capital, fifty miles distant. 

It is twenty-two miles from Malvern to tiie 
Hot Springs, and the train drives onward 
very smoothly up the narrow valley, in keep- 
ing, in this particular, with the new !ime,and 
Which valley appears but slimly poomes for 
the entire distance, until. after following the 
borders of various smal streains, we sudden- 
ly come upon an extensive exhibit of white 
buildings and a neat brick depot, to have tise 
announcement of our arrival shouted by the 
brakeman, followed by a screaming chorus 
ot voices of hackinen, hotel ruaners, etc, 
thatemulate the same class of gentry at 
Niagara Fall—the model howling nuisance 
of the entire Union. 

Safely housed at last from the fierce im- 
portunities of the crowd, we sally out with 
little delay to achieve a glance at the Hot 
Springs. To our surpriseand gratification 
we finti it not merely a fresh cluster of water- 
bubbling localities, with one or two 


compact town, principally of a ciosely built 
single street more than @ mile in length, 
and garnished with so many large aud hand- 
some hostelries that it would seen as if the 
whole outside hotel nomenclature had been 
laid under tribute for names. The Arlington, 
the Windsor, the Fifth Avenue, the Claren- 
don, Waverly, etc., greet the new-comgy al 
along the way, whilst in the Hot Sp¥ings 
district proper are numbers of “bath 
houses” go stately in ‘style that elsewhere 
they would pass for fine hotels on an ex- 
tensive scale. ¢ 

Then down the parrow valley, closely 
bordered or overbuilt by them, runs a brawl- 


rocks, senetimfies walied in, and sometimes 
pursuing its way independently, whilst lean- 
ing against the rocky hillsides in all direc- 
tious are almost all kinds of stractures possi- 
ble in a town of 6,000 inhabitants, who must 
have cheap houses for their accommodations

The most striking thing that confronts one 
ail aiong, the for the time dominating idea, is 
the evident confidence of the peopie of the 
piace in its permanent good fortune as a health 
resort; for whilst hotels of one grade or an- 
other can be counted by dozens, still costly 
and new investments in this line are to be 
seen on all sides; for since the title to the 
ground has been settled and assured—a late

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MEXICO’S FUTURE. 


A Sketch of the Revolution—The Native 
Indian Pictured. 


Last evening Mr. Jonn A. Dillon, of the 
Post-D1sPATCH, delivered a lecture at Ames 
Hall of the Public School Building on “The 


Future of Mexico.” ! 

The lecturer began by claiming for St. 
Louis a deeper interest in Mexico than for 
any other city in this countrv, and proceeded 
to take a survey of the history of Mexico 
under Spanish rule, of the revolution which 
lasted from 1810 to 1820, of the subsequent 
disorders and of the peace which has been 
finally conquered. Speaking of the little 
known Mexican revolution, Mr. Dillon said: 


The revolution was longin coming. Shut 
off as it was from the world, Mexico could 
not help noting that the power of Spain had 
grown weaker afd weaker, until at last the 
rough hand of Napoleon pushed the feeble 
Bourbon from the throne. Yor the first time 
there was discontent among the governing 
classes, mutterings were heard among high 
and low, the Government so longer counted 
on its own officials, and the latent fires of 
revolution broke forth on the 15th of Septem- 
ber, 1810, in the village of Dolores, near Guan- 
ajuato, where a curate named Manue Hidal- 

o set up the Grito de Dolores, as it is called in 
exinan history, or the call of* Dolores. 
What the call meant was little known, either 
to him who started it or to those who_ heard 
it. It meant anything but a republic to 
Hidalgo; it meant the cause of religion and 
loyalty to some Mexican sovereign; to the 
Indians who heard it it meant death to the 
strangers, the Gachupines, as they called the 
Spaniards. 

Then was started the most bizarre and 
motiey revolution in history, outshaming 
Jack Cade. Swarms of ragged and swarthy 
Indians gathered around the priest, armed 
with sticks and stones and knives and clum- 
sy pikes. ‘They swarmed down to Guanaju- 
ato in thousands and tens of thousands, and 
the slaughter of Cortez was repeated on their 
defenseless bodies. Cannon andmusket tore 
their ranks in vain, for they rushed up to the 
loaded cannon’s mouth and stuifed in their 
battered straw hats and ragged serapes to 
keep the balls fromm coming out. By sheer 
force of numbers they destroyed the troops 
and then in savage triumph sacked the city, 
of their brothers. 

Brief and sad was the career of the soldier- 
priest. Under the banner of the Virgin of 
Guadalupe he led his hordes from Guanajua- 
to down to Valladolid and thence to Quere- 
taro, and in six weeks had reached the moun- 
tain of Las Cruces, within thirty miles of the 
capital. Here the Viceroy gave him baitle, 
and here again the ragged hordes rushed on 
the batteries and killed every man_ behind 
them, only three officers of the Viceroy’s 
army of 5,000 escaping. 

Then fear came on the victor for the un- 
known power of a city, such as he had never 
seen the likeof. Hecame within sight of 
Mexico, lingered there for a month and then 
turned to retreat. A blood-hound was set on 
his trailin the person of Gen. Calleja. The 
fugitive rebels passed back through Guana- 
juato, and the bloodhound Calleja followed 
them and cut to pieces 14,000 men, women 
and childrenin the city. In his report he 
saidt hat he had had them hacked with knives 
and swords because gunpowder was-very 
dear, and he did not wish to put the Govern- 
ment to the needless expense of using am- 
munition. 

On the 17th of January Hidalgo reached a 
place called the bridge of Cx«lderon, and 
there his last battle was foucht and lost. He 
fied toward our frontier, but his commanders 
rebelled, and one of them, Elizondo, * deliv- 
ered the whole band up to the government 
on the 2ist of March, 1811. It is needless to 
say that they were shot and their heads were 
afterwards exposed in iron cages on the 
castle wall of Guanajuato. 

Of the Indians of Mexico he said: They 
were not like our Indians; they haa built up 
a civilization which still puzzles the ethnolo- 
gist as it once astonished the invader. They 
had a literature, a calendar, an architecture. 

eaceful submission to known and general 
laws; they built roads and fortified their cit- 
les, Were magnificent in dress and artistic 
adornment. Some of them intermarried with 
the conquerors. 

The best blood of Mexico,however.does not 
flow through Spanish channels. The best 
man Mexico has had was Benito Juarez, who 
was a pure biooded Indian—one of the com- 
mon people, buta great man. Altimirano, 
the leading orator in the Mexiean Congress, 
is a pure blooded Indian; Romero, the pres- 
ent Minister to Washington, a statesman 
who has done much for his country, is an 
Indian; Gen. Trevino is, I think, more Inai- 
an than Spanish, and Iam sure this is true 
of the greatest living man in Mexico, Don 
Porfirio Diaz, to whom more than to any 
other man Mexico owes the final ending of 
civil war and the establishment of a peace- 
ful, orderly and permanent Government. 

] have cited but a few instances, but they 
suffice to prove without any question or doubt 
that the Mexécan Indian 1s a man who has 
manhood’s highest capacity .and nature’s 
fullendowment. One feature which struck 
me as important was shown in a lower rank 
of life. Going out ona long ride to Toluca, 
forty miles from the capital, along the line 
of a proposed railroad, I looked down into 


ped in among the ridges of the Sierra, 
and noticed that it was cut up into 
little .farms of from two to twenty 
acres, squared off like some of the alleged 
farms one may look down on from the 
rocky hilltops of Western Massachusetts. 
In this case, however, the division was made, 
not by the — boulders from the peren- 
nial crop, but by rows of the rich and valua- 
ble magueys, or century plants. My com- 
panion, an engineer of the railroad company, 
told me that each farm was owned in fee 
simple by the cultivator and that in many 
cases the title had come direct by inheritance 
froin the owner who heldit in the days of the 
conquest. Think of farms owned and culti- 
vated by the same family for 360 years! Such 
a farming population may be slow, butit is a 
safe one, and under good government it is 
full of hope.

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CHAT WITH COLFAX, 
The Ex-Vice-President’s Views on Poli- 
tics and Lecturing. 


The Hon. Schuyler Colfax, ex- Vice-Presi- 
sent of the United States, who is to leeture 
at the Y. M. C, A. Hall this evening on “Our 
Martyred Presidents,” arrived at the Lindell 
Hotel this morning. Mr. Colfax, despite a 
weight of years which places him upon the 
verge of old age’s sunny side, gives as little 
evidence of time’s encroachments as any 
public man alive, and the cheerful buoy- 
ancy of spirits which he display- 
ed as he renewed his acquaintance 


with old friends at the Lindel! this morning, 
seemned more the characteristic of an enthu- 
siastic young man than of such a political 
and literary “veteran. <A Post-DISPATCH 
reporter, who had called to pay his respects 
to the ex-Vice-President, could not help re- 
marking this fact in the course of conversa- 
tion, and Mr. Colfax rejoined:

THE FLOODS IN GERMANY. 


Letter from Charles Gibson, Esq.—A 
Good Suggestion. 


The Westliche Post prints this morning 
the following timely letter from Mr. Charles 
Gibson. The suggestion contained in it rel- 
ative to relieving the sufferers by the floods 
in Germany should be acted upon with 
promptitude. 


St. Loutrs, Mo.,. January 7, 1883. 
Dr. Emil Preetorius: 

DEAR Sin—The floods in Germany have 
developed into a national calamity. x per- 
lence has taught the world that the misfor- 
tune 1s not confined to the overflowed dis- 
tricts alone, but that its consequences ex- 
tend thToughout the land. andin a country 
so densely populated as Germany the dam- 
ages are certain to foot up an enormous total. 
An old country such as Germany can not re- 
cover 2s rapidly from such wide-spread 
and frightful destructiveness as a new coun- 
try, and  pafticularly as our own. 
Notwithstanding the great extent of the 
floods in the Southern States two years ago 
the section of country principally dainaged 
was only sparsely settled, whereas the region 
covered by the floods in Germany is thickly 
populated and every acre has some building 
upon it. Humanity appeals for relief to ev- 
ery part ot the world, but particularly to the 
Germans in the United States and to their 
friends. The Germans of this country, whose 
position has brought them into contact with 
the people of other nations, have not only 
ares their own rights, but have also so- 

icited the highest positions of hon- 
or, and a  considerabie  pertion of 
the wealth of this countrv is in their hands. 


great respect In this country. Germany is 
the source and the birth-place of much that 
modern Europe does‘and of much also that 
is now American. The fatherland of a peo- 
ple which is in the lead of the age, which has 
attained to so great and powerful a station, 
relationship with which is a matter for seif- 
congratulation,should not be forgotten by its 
children, even though they abide,in foreign 
lands, but should be assisted with generous 
hands. 

_ Several years ago, when famine was mak- 
ing itSelf felt in Ireland, the Irish of Ameri- 
casentaship loaded with provisions and 
the necessaries of life to their suffering coun- 
trymen at home. Will Germans do less for 
their glorious country? In case measures of 
reliet are adopted I should hail. it as a happy 
idea to freight aship with the products ot 
the West and to direct her course straight for 
Bremen, It would be a gladsome gift to the 
millions of Central Europe, to whom for 
centuries disaster and famine have been 
no idle dream. Such means as‘ these 
do mére to unite nations than anything else. 
Germany and the United States can be use- 
ful toeach otherin many ways. Their geo- 
graphical situations and their political sta- 
tions are widely dissimilar, but itis to the 
interest of both nations to nitivate feelings 
of amity and good will.
